R —(Special.)—One of the worst 
wrecks that has ever happened to 
the South Carolina and Georgia Exten- 
sion Railroad Company was that recently 
at the Buffalo creek trestle, two giles 


this side of Blacksburg, 8. C., when the 
trestle, about seventy feet high and 500 
feet long, gave way with a mixed freight 
and passenger train, killing Engineer 
Jake Metcalf and horribly injuring Fire- 
man Fred Rhyne, two of the best and 
most well known men on the road, The 
particulars in this case are interesting 
and are well worth relating. The waters 
were high when the train ran up to the 
trestle and stooped. The train hands and 
some of the passengers got down, walked 
over the trestle and some decided it was 
safe. 

According to eye-witnesses, the engin- 
eer told the conductor that the bridge 
was not safe and that if they crossed 
that they would lose their train and pos- 
sibly their lives. The conductor insisted

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that the engineer go ahead. He did so, 
and just as they came even across the 
deep creek the trestle gave way. The 
lureman jumped, but Engineer Metcalf 
stuck close to his post as the big engine 
went down wi-h two loaded box cars. 
Rhyne was founu the next day one and a 
half miles down the stream in a frozen 
and bruised conditlon. Friends stripped 
and swam to him, and he is at this writ- 
ing getting on very well, though one arm 
was broken and his back hurt in several 
places. Engineer Metcalf was killed in- 
stantly. His body was found next day 
one mile down the creek lodged against 
a tree, with his head mashed and his feet 
cut in several places. The passenger car 
attached to the rear was cut or broke 
loose by the conductor just in time to 
save the lives of the passengers on the 
car. It is said, though denied by the 
railroad people, that there would have 
beeh a wreck or collision had the freight 
not gone into the creek. The passenger 
was flagged by an old woman just a mile 
above the wreck when going at full 


speed. Had the freight not gone in, the 
pgsenger, loaded with people bound 
for Blacksburg, 8S. C., would have gone 
in. It had left the first station above the 
trestle, and was going at full speed when 
stopped. 

It was no doubt fortunate that it hap- 
pened as it did, for many more would 
have been killed and injured had the 
freight not ‘been wrecked. 

The engine and two box cars are yet 
buried in the creek. They will be raised 
as soon as possible. 

This is one unlucky road. On top of all 
this it will be sued on account of the 
death of Metcalf for a large sum. Crowds 
of visitors from North and South Caro- 
lina have been to-the scene since it oc- 
curred. Metcalf was a Mason of high 
honors and was considered wealthy, and 
would have quit the road soon. He had 
been a faithful servant for more than 
ten years. On this same road, between 
here and Marion, N. C., there were two 
240 feet trestles and nearly 2,000 feet of 
track washed away last Friday morning.

Gillis, who was intoxicated, says he 
knows nothing whatever of the crime and 
if he killed Peden he doubtless did not 
understand what he was doing, as he 
talked incoherently. 

Peden was identified by a return rail- 
road ticket to which he had affixed his 
signature. Both men were reunion visi- 
tors.

BELONGED TO AN ENGLISHMAN 


It Was Stolen from a British Officer 
in China and Recovered in 
Alabama. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 27.—A magnifi- 
cent gold watch studded with diamonds 
and valued at $5,000, which was stolen 
from an English army officer at Tien 
Tsin, China, was recovered at Woodlawn, 
Ala., today by United States postoffice 
inspectors.

Genera Assembly Declares Over. 
whelmingly in Favor of New 
Dockinal Statement, 


CREED OF WESTMINSTER 


Purpose of New ‘Statement Is To 
Give Better Understanding of 
Presbyterian Doctrines. 

All Factions Pleased — 
with Result. 


Philadelphia, May 27.—Special.)— 
Creed revision to satisfy conscientious of- 
fice holders, ministers, elders and dea- 
cons, who are disturbed by some of the 
doctrines and certain phrases in some of 
the chapters of the Westminster confes- 
sion of faith, and a new doctrinal state- 
ment of the reformed faith for the mil- 
lion members in the church not Office 
holders, who wish to know whet the 
church believes without studying, the con- 
fession of faith—these concessions have 
been made today by the general assembly 
“with practical unanimity. 

On Saturday the 500 commissioners vot- 
ing upon a new creed were divided, but 
today there were less than a dozen who 
uttered even the protest of a vote against 
the proposed changes or the new state- 
ment. . 
Blue Flag Not Lowered. 

This action does not mean that the blue 
flag has been lowered or the old stand- 
ards carrie to the rear. On the one hand, 
while the committee may, by modifica- 
tion of the text or by declaratory state- 
ment, more clearly express the present 
mind of the Presbyterian church in re- 
gard to foreordination, infant salvation 
and a few other doctrines, and add state- 
ments concerning the love of God for all 
men, it cannot, according to the terms 
of its appointment, impair the integrity 
af the Calvinistic system, nor on. the 
other hand can the committee prepare 
a doctrinal statement to supplant the 
Westminster confession. 

The purpose of the new creed Is “‘to give 
information and a better understanding 
of our doctrinal beliefs and not with a 
view to its becoming a substitute for or 
an alternative of our confession of faith.” 

The result has given great satisfaction 
to all classes in the assembly, the most 
conservative and the most liberal alike. 
Dr. Minton, the moderator, voiced the 
sentiment of the léaders as well ag the 
humbler members when he said: ‘The 
action is no compromise. No one has 
forsaken his ground or repudiated his 
convictions. The decision is a Victory 
for no one, but for all. I congratulate 
the whole Presbyterian church. An acute 
crisis has been safely passed and mutual 
confidence is unimpaired.”’ 

Disposition To Rush Revision? 

When the general assembly met today 
there appeared to be a disposition on 
the part of the commissioners -to bring 


the debate on creed revision to an end as 


soon as possible. The majority of the 
delegates are impatient to settle the ques- 
tion:so far as this assembly is concerned. 
There is still considerable other business 
of importance to be transacted, and some 
of the subjects are expected to arouse 
uch diseussion. 
ps peatoum these are the establishment of 
an ecclesiastical supreme court, the over- 
sight and direction of the collecting and 
distributing of benevolent offerings, the 
plan of vacancy and supply for unem- 
ployed ministers and churches without 
pastors and 2 plan of oversight of the 
eople’s societies. 

P watore proceeding to the further consid- 
eration of the question of revision, the 
assembly adopted the report of the com- 
mittee on the next place of meeting, 
which selected the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian church, New York, as the next 
meeting place of the general assembly of 
1902. An amendment was offered substi- 
tuting Los Angeles for New York, but 
Dr. Robinson, stated clerk, announced 
that the condition of the assembly's 
funds would not warrant such a selection 
and the amendment was lost. Invitations 
were also received from Denver, Mil- 
waukee and Saratoga Springs. The com- 
mittee recommended to the next assem- 
bly the selection of Los Angeles for the 
assembly of 1903. 

When the order of the day—the revision 
of the confession of faith—was reached 
the moderator made a few remarks ad- 
vising against any hasty action today. 
He said there was a tendency to rush the 
matter so that the assembly could ad- 
journ, and he hoped the commissioners 
would not get into a panicky condition 
and do something which they might re- 
gret. He suggested, however, that all the 
speeches be limited and a motion to limit 
them to ten minutes was unanimously 


carried. 
An Amendment Moved. 


James D. Moffat, D.D., president of 
Washington and Jefferson university, 
who on Saturday gave notice that he 
would offef an amendment to the major- 
ity report, was then recognized by the 
moderator. 

Dr. Moffat explained that he was moved 
to offer the amendment to reeommenda- 
tion “B’’ because of the small majority 
which on Saturday voted to retain the 
recommendation in the revision commit- 
tee’s report. Objection had been made, 
he said, to the original recommendation 
because of ambiguity in certain portions, 
| and his object in amending was to render 
the vote of the assembly unanimous on 


whatever action might be taken. 

“T hoped to amend the recommenda- 
tion,’’ continued Dr. Moffatt, ‘“‘to meet 
all objections and to give it new wording. 
I have made a simple change, striking 
out the word ‘summary’ and substituting 
‘statement,’ which expresses just what 
we have in view. Again, there is ws 
in the original report as to what shal 
be done with the summary. I wish to 
remove all ambiguity and have it stated 
plainly that the committee to be appoint- 
ed will be required to report to the next 
asembly and that a recommendation be 
made to the next assembly to submit 
the entire subject to the presbyteries.” 
Dr. Moffatt’s amendment reads as fol- 


lows: 

“We recommend that this committee 
be instructed to.prepare and to submit to 
the next genera embly, for such dis- 

osition as may be judged to be wise, a 

riéf statement of the reformed faith ex- 
pressed as far as possible in untechnical 
terms. The said statement is to be pre- 
pared with a view to its being employed 
to give information and better under- 
standing of our doctrinal belief and not 
with a view to €s becoming a substitute 
for or an alternative of our confession of 

aith.”’

Baker. of Philadelphia, was amended 80 
that the amendments to be prepared by 
the committee for several chapters of the 
confession of faith shall be made “either 
by modification of the text or by dec- 
laratory statement, but so far as possi- 
ble by declaratory statement.’’ This rec- 
ommendation was also adopted with put 
little opposition. 

The question then recurred to the adop- 
tion of the report as a whole. The madi- 
erator put the question, and there was 
one great roar of “‘aye.’’ Instantly the 
assembly rose en masse and sang the 
doxology. 

The moderator then led in prayer. 

The end to that great discussion which 
had. continued into the fourth day came 
so quickly that it took every one by sur- 
prise. Dr. Moffatt,who introdueed the har- 
monizing amendment to the recommenda- 
tion, Was surrounded by a crowd which 
congratulated him on his success in bring- 
ing the matter to such a satisfactory 
issue. 

After the assembly had again scttied 
down, Dr. Baker offered a resolution that 
the present revision committee be con- 
tinued; that the committee be increased 
to seventeen; that Moderator Minton be 
a member thereof, end that he appoint 
the additional] members. 
adopted. 

Oo motion of Dr. Dickey the assembly 
decided to continve as secretary of the 
revision committee Dr. W. H. Roberts, 
of Philadelphia, who is also the stated 
clerk of the assembly. 

For Judicial Commission. 

The general assembly proceeded to the 
consideration. of the report of the special 
committee on judicial committees. This 
report recommends the establishment of a 
court of last resort to be styled the per- 
manent judicial commission of the gen- 
eral assembly, for the hearing and 
final determination of judicial cases. 

The principa: paragraph of the report 
was amended slightly by the insertion of 
the words, ‘“‘which the general assemb f, 
shall not elect to try before its whole 
body,”’ and is as follows: 

“The court of last resort for the hear- 
ing and determination of judicial cases, 
which the general assembly shall not elect 
to try before its whole body, shal! be 
styled the permanent judicial commision 
of the general assembly, and shall be com- 
posed of eight ministers and seven ruling 
elders, who shall be elected Dy the gen- 
eral assembly. At the first election fifteen 
persons shall be e‘ected annually to serve 
for ®ne year, five for two years and five 
for three years. and thereafter five per- 
sons shall be elected annually to serve 
for three years. Any vacancy may be 
filled by the -genefal assembly at uny 
meeting thereof by the election of a per- 
son to fill the vacancy for the unexpired 
term.”’ 

The report was adopted.

Bishop Capers Is Heard. 


The address cf Bishop Capers was listened 
to with deepest interest. In part, he said: 

Fellow Citizens and Confederate Comrades: 
‘‘All hail to the monument!’’ 

Public monument are the recognized sym- 
bols of worthy history. They are enduring 
exponents of character. The lessons which 
high example and honorable history teach are 
written not alone on the perishable pages of 
books, of in the fading memories of a genera- 
tion.

Court Decides Against Government | 
i in De Lima Case. 
ei den ton. May 27.—The first case de- 
was that of Bias S A Lima 
et at., plaintiffs in error. agai:

The 
on was rendered on behalf of the 
majority of the court by Justice Brown, 
the opinion being concurred in by all the 
justices except Justices McKenna, Shiras 
and White. The decision hung upon the 
case coming from thé state of New York 
involving the levyiftz of $13,000 in duties 
on goods imported from Porto Rico into 
the United States, the collection of the 
duty having been sustained by the lower 
court. In effect the decision was that ter- 
ritory acquired by the United States is a 
Part of the United States and not foreign 
territory, and that such import duties 
could not be levied. The decision of the 
lower court was reversed. 

Justice Brown announced in the begin- 
ning of his decision that the court un- 
doubtedly had jurisdiction in this case. 
He said the cfisé raised the single ques- 
tion whether territory acquired by the 
United States by cession from a foreign 
power remained a ‘“‘foreign country” with- 
in the meaning of the tariff laws. The 
status of the island under military rule, 
following the treaty of peace, was set 
forth and Justice Brown then proceeded 
to consider the contention of the govern- 
ment’s counsel that:the igland still re- 
mained to a certain extent foreign ter- 
ritory under tariff iaws until congress had 
embraced it in the general revenue sys- 
tem. 

AS bearing on this the opinion reviewed 
at length the conditions following the ac- 
quisition of Florida, Louisiana, Califor- 
nia, Texas and Alaska, «in summing up 
these conditions the court stated that | 
from 1803 down tothe present time there 
is not a shred’ of authority except the 
dictum in ‘Fleming verSstis Page, for hold- 
ing that a district cedéd to-and in posses- 
sion of the. United. States remains. for 
any purpose a foreign country. The prac- 
tice of the executive department for more 
than half a century should not be over- 
turned except for cogent reasons. 


Became United States Territory. 


The court continued: ; 

“By the ratification of the treaty of 
Paris the islamd became. territory’o1 the 
United States—altnough not an organized 
territory tn the tecnnicai sense of the 
W areeaiver the course of power, its 
uninterrupted exercise by congress lor @ 
century, and the repeated declarations of 
this court, have settied the law that the 
right .to acquire territory invoives the 
right to govern and dispose or it. Iin- 
deed, it is scarcely too much to say that 
there has not been a session of congress 
since the territory of Louisiana was pur- 
chased that that body has not enacted 
legislation based upon the assumed au- 
thority to govern and contro] the territo- 
ries. It is am authority which arises, not 
necessarily from the territorial clause of 
the constitution, but from the necessities 
of the case, and from the inability of the 
states to act upon the subject. 

“Territory thus acquired can remain a 
foreign country under the tariff laws only 
upon one’of two theories: Either that 
the word ‘foreign’ applies to such coun- 
tries as were foreign at the time the 
statute was enacted, notwithstanding any 
subsequent change in. their condition, or 
that they remain forefgn under the tariff 
laws until congress has formally em- 
braced them within the customs union of 
the states. The first theory is obvious- 
ly untenable. While a statute is presumed 
to speak from the time of its enactment, 
it embraces all such persons or things as 
subsequently fall within its scope, and 
ceases to apply to such as thereafter fall 
without its scope. By parity of reason- 
ing’ a country ceases to be foreign the 
instant it becomes domestic. 


Can’t Be Domestic and Soreign. 


“The theory that a country remains for- 
eign with respect to the tariff laws until 
congress has acted by embracing it with- 
in the customs union, presupposes that a 
country may be domestic for_one purpose 
and foreign for another. It may un- 
doubtedly become necessary for the ade- 
quate administration of a domestic terri- 
tory to pass a special act providing the 
proper machinery and officers, as the 
president would have no nuthority, except 
under the war power, to administer it 
himself; but no act is necessary to make 
it domestic territory if once it has been 
ceded to the United States. This theory 
also presupposes that: territory, May be 
held indefinitely by the United States; 
that it may be treated in every particu- 
lar, except for tariff purposes, as domes- 
tic territory; and ok that the territory 
may still remain a foreign country. To 


law we deem to be pure judicial legisla- 
tion. We find no warrant for it in the 
constitution or in the powers conferred 
upon this court. We are unable to ac- 
quiesce in this assumption that @ terri- 
tory ey a a oe same time both for- 
n and domestic: 
Wwe are therefore of opinion that at 
he time these duties were levied Porto 
Rico was not a foreign country within the 
meaning of the tariff laws, but_a territory 
of the United States, that the duties were 
iNegallv exacted and that the plaintiffs 
are entitled to recover them back. 
Justice McKenna, in his dissenting opin- 
fon, referred to the effects wrought upon 
the country at large by decisions limiting 
the governmental authority in respect to 
customs. The industrial policy of the 
country might be destroyed and those 
signing the dissenting opinion eould not 
acquiesce in a view that might lead = 
such an end. In the opinion of those Dt 
senting. Justice McKenna said, the judg- 
ment of the court should be affirmed. |

Not Similar to De Lima Case. 

The opinien of the court went into the 
case very fully. Justice Brown early in 
his opinion outlined the distinction be- 
tween this case and the De Lima case, 
which had just been decided, saying: 

“In the case of De Lima versus Bidwell 
we hold that upon the ratification of the 
treaty of peace with Spain, Porto Rico 
ceased to be a foreign country, and that 
duties were no longer collectible upon 
merchandise brought from that island. 
We are now asked to hold that it e 
@& part of the United States within that 
provision of the constitution which de- 
Clares that ‘all duties, imposts and ex- 
cises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’ (Article 1, settion 8.) If 
Porto Rico be a part of the United States, 
the Foraker act imposing duties upon its 
promncts is unconstitutional, not only 

reason of a violation of the uniformity 
clause, but because by section 9 ‘vessels 
bound to or from oné state’ cannot ‘be 
obliged to enter, clear or pay duties in 
another.’ 

“The case also involves the broader 
+ ragga whether the revenue clauses of 
the constitution extend of their own 
force to our newly acquired territories. 
The constitution itself does not answer 
the question. Its solution must be found 
in the nature of the government created 
by that instrument, in the opinion of its 
 yehgery sik gi ap in oan practical con- 

on put upon congress and in 
the decisions of this court.” 

Justice Brown then entered upon a 
review of the formation of the govern- 
ment and the constitutional provision re- 
quiring that “duties, imposts and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United 
States,’’ Saying that “it is explained by 
Subsequent provisions of the constitution 
that ‘no tax or duty shall be laid on 
articles exported from any. State,’ and ‘no 
preference shall be given by. any regula- 
tion of commerce or revenue to the ports 
of one state over those of another; nor 


be obliged to enter, clear or pay duties 
in another.’ 


Constitution Deals with States. 

“In short,’’ he concluded on that point, 
“the constitution deals with states, their 
people and their representatives.” 

The acquisition of territory and the for- 
mation of territories was discussed and 
many authorities quoted. 

As a result of these citations the jus- 
tice laid down the following genera] con- 
Clusions:

The Dred Scott Case. 


In his opinion Mr. Justice Brown re- 
ferred at length to the decision of Chief 
Justice Taney in the Dred Scott case, giv- 
ing especial «consideration to the senti- 
tnent expressed by him that— 

“There is no power given by the con- 
stitution to the federal government to es- 
tablish or maintain colonies bordering on 
the United States or at ardistance, to be 
ruled and governed st its own pleasure; 
and if a new state is admitted it needs 
no further legislation by congress, be- 
cause the constituticn itself defines the 
relative rights and powers and dutles of 
the state, and the c'‘tizens of the state, 
and the federal government. But no 
power is giyen to acqvire a territory to 
be held and governed rermanently in that 
character.” 

Justice Brown expressed the opinion 
that it was unfortunate in view of the 
excited condition of the country at tne 
time the Scott opinion was rendered, just 
tefore the bezinning of the civil war, that 
the chief justice had felt impelled to dis- 

s the questicn upon its merits. ‘It 
is.’ he said, ‘sufficient to say that the 
country did sot acquiesce in the opinion 
and that the civil war, which shortly 
thereafter “ollowed, produced such 
chenges in judicial, a’ well as public sen- 
timent, as to seriously impair the author- 
ity of this case.”’ 

He added: “‘The power to prohibit 
slavery in the territories is so different 
from the power to impcse duties upon 
territorial products, and depends upon 
sich different provisions of the constitu 
tien, that they can scarcely be considercd 
as aralogous, unless we adssume broadly 
that every clause of the constitution at- 
taches to the territories as well as to the 
States—a claim quite inconsistent with 
the position of the court in the Canter 
case. The difficulty with the Dred Scott 
case was that the court refused to make 
a distinction between property in gen- 
eral and a wholly exceptional class of 
property.’’ 

Congrtss and Constitution. 


Taking up the case in hand, the justice 
continued his opinion, saying: 

“The practical interpretation put by 
congress upon the constitution has been 
long continued and uniform to the effect 
that the constitution is applicable to ter- 
ritories acquired by purchase or conquest 
only when and so far as congress shall 
so direct. Notwithstanding its duty to 
‘guarantee to every state in this union a 
an form of government,’ congress 
did not hesitate in the original organi- 
zation of the territories of Louisiana, 
Florida, the northwest territory and its 
sub-divisions of Ohio, Indiana ichigan, 
lilinois and Wisconsin, and still more re- 
cently in the case of Alaska, to establish 
a form of government bearing a much 
greater analogy to a British crown colony 
than a republican state of America, and 
to vest the legislative power either in a 

overnor and council or a governor and 
judges, to be appointed by the presi- 

ent. 

“We are also of the opinion that power 
to acquire territory by treaty implies not 
only the power to govern such terrtfjory, 
but to prescribe upon what terms the 
United States wili receive its inhabitants 
and what their status shall be in what 
Chief Justice Marshall termed the ‘Amer- 
ican empire.’ There seems to be no 
middle ground between this position and 
the doctrine that if their inhabitants do 
not become, immediately upon annexa- 
tion, citizens of the United States, their 
children hereafter born, whether savages 
or civilized, are such and entitled to all 
the rights. privileges and immunities of 
citizens. If such be their status, the 
consequences will be extremely serious. 
indeed, it is Noubtful if congress would 
ever assent to the annexation of terri- 
tor~ on the conditions that its inhab- 
itants, however foreign they may be to 
our habits, traditions and modes of life, 
shall become at once citizens of the 
United States. In all its treaties hitherto 
the treaty-making power has made spe- 
cial provision for this subject. 

No Need for Apprehension. 

“Grave apprehensions of danger are felt 
by many, eminent men—a fear lest an un- 
restrained possession of power on the part 
of congress may lead to unjust and op- 
pressive legislation, in which the natu- 
ral rights of territories, or their inhabit- 
ants, may be Angul 

dl These fears, h 
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of the British parllament toward its out- 
lying possessions since the American rev- 
olution.”’ 

Further along Justice Brown remarked: 

“Whatever may be finally decided by 
the American people as to the status of 
these islands and their in.abitants— 
whether they shall be introduced into the 
sisterhood of states or be permitted to 
form. independent governments—it does 
not follow that; in the meantime, await- 
ing that decision the people are in the 
matter of personal rightS unprotected by 
the provisions of our constitution, and 
subject to the merely arbitrary control of 
congress. Even if regarded as aliens, 
they are entitled under the principtes of 
the constitution to be protected in life, 
Hberty and property. 

“Large powers must necessarily be 
entrusted ‘to congress in dealing with 
these problems, and we are bound to as- 
sume that they will be judiciously exer- 
cised. That these powers may be abused 
is possible. But the sdme may be said 
of its fhowers under the constitution as 
well as outside of it. * Human wisdom has 
never devised a form of government so 
=, that it may not be perverted to 
ad purposes. It is never conclusive to 
argue against the possession of certain 
apes from possible abuses of them. It 
s safe to say that if congress should 
venture upon legislation manifestly dic- 
tated by selfish interests, it would re- 
ceive quiet rebuke at the hands of the 
people. Indeed, it is scarcely possible 
that congress could do a greater injustice 
to these islands than would be involved 
in holding that it could not impose upon 
the states taxes and excises without ex- 
tending the same taxes to them. Such 
requirement would bring them at once 
within our integnal revenue system, in- 
cluding stamps, licenses, excises and all 
the paraphernalia of that system and 
applying it to territories which have had 
no experience of this kind, where it wouid 
prove an intolerable burden.”’ 


Constitution and Territory. 


Commenting upon the virtual absence 
of provision in the constitution for the 
acquisition of territory, Justice Brown 
says it can only be accounted for on the 
ground that the framers of that instru- 
ment did not foresee the country’s future 
possibilities in that respect. 

“Tf,” he says, “it be once conceded that 
we are at liberty to acquire foreign ter- 
ritory, a presumption arises that our 
power with respect to such territories 
is same power which other nations 
have been accustomed to exercise with 
respect to territories acquired by them. 
If, in limiting the power which con- 
ress was to exercise within the United 

tates, it was also intended to limit it 
with regard to such territories as the 
people of the United States should there- 
after acquire, such limitations should 
have been expressed. Instead of that, 
we find the constitution speaking only of 
states, .except in. the territorial clause, 
which is absolute in its terms, and sug- 
gestive of'no limitations pon the power 
of congress in dealing with them. The 
states could only delegate to congress 
such powers as they themselves pos- 
sessed, and as they had no power to ac- 

ulre new territory, they had none to 
delexate in that connection. The logi- 
cal inference from this is that if con- 
gress had power to acquire new territory, 
which is conceded, that power was not 
hampered by the constitutional provi- 
sions.’’ 

In the last paragraph of his opinion, 
before announcing the court's opinion, 


Justice Brown says: 
“Patriotic and intelligent men may dif- 
fer widely as to the desirdbleness of this 
or that acquisition, but this is solely a 
political question. We can only consider 
this aspect of the case so far as to Say 
that no construction of the constitution 
should be adopted as would prevent con- 
ress from considering such case upon 
ts merits unless the language of the in- 
strument imperatively demands it. A 
false step at this time might be ftal to 
the development of what Chief ‘Justice 
Marshall called the ‘American empire, 
Choice in some cases, the natural gravi- 
tation of small bodies toward large ones 
in others, the result of a successful war 
in still others, may bring about condi- 
tions which would render the annexation 
of distant possessions desirable. If 
those possessions are inhabited by alien 
races, differing from us in religion, cus- 
toms, laws, methods of taxation and 
modes of thought, the administration of 


government and justice, according to 
Anglo-Saxon principles, may for a time 
be impossible; and the question at once 
arises whether large concessions ought 
not to be made for a time, that ultimate- 
ly our own theories may be carried out, 
and the blessings of a free government 
under the constitution extended to them. 
We decline to hold that there is arnything 
in the constitution to forbid such action. 
White Concurs on Different Grounds. 

ollowing Justice Brown's opinion on 
mt ~oitsteneel case, Justice White deliv- 
ered an opinion. in which he said Jus- 
tices Shiras and McKenna united, con- 
curring in the decree affirming the judg- 
ment of the Downes case, but placing it 
on grounds which he said were not only 
different from but In conflict with those 
expressed by Justice Brown. 

The sole and only issue is, said Justice 
White, had Porto Rico, at the time of the 
passage of the act in uqestion, been in- 
corporated into and become an integral 
part of the United States? Justice White 
affirmed that the rule of international 
law was that the relation which an ac- 
quired country would bear to the acquir- 
ing country, in the absence of treaty 


stipulations, was to be determined by 
that country conformably to its insti- 
tutions. The United States possessed the 
same powers on this subject as any other 
nation. 

Justice White went into the history of 
the United States and of its acquired ter- 
ritories in support of his assertion that 
our history from the beginning had man- 
ifested that this power was possessed by 
the United States. An acknowledgment 
of our right to acquire territory, coupled 
with a contention that when acquired the 
territory was absolutely and uncondfe 
tionally incorporated into the Unite@ 
States, he said, was to admit the power 
to acquire and immediately to deny its 
beneficial existence. To hold that the 
treaty-making power cannot insert con- 
ditions in acquiring would deprive that 
power of a necessary attribute and would 
confer upon it the authority to destroy 
the government of the United States. If 
millions of inhabitants of alien territory, 
if acquired by treaty, can, without the 
desire or consent of the people of the 
United States, speaking through con- 
gress, be immediately and irrevocably 
incorporated into the United States, the 
whole structure of the government can 
be overthrown: 


All Power with Congress. 
Justice White cited the Louisiana pur- 
chase act and other instances where cone 
siderable time, elapsed prior to incorpora- 
tion and summarized his views as fol- 
lows: 


“Tt is then, as I think, indubitably set- 
tled that the treaty-making power cannot 
incorporate territory into the United 
States without the express or implied as- 
sent of congress, but that it may insert in 
a treaty conditions against immediate in- 
corporation. It must follow that where a 
treaty contains no conditions for incor- 
poreton and, above all, where it not only 

as no such conditions, but explicitly 
provides to the contrary, that incorpora- 
tion does not arise until in the wisdom of 
congress it ns deemed that the acquired 
territory has reached that state where it 
is proper that it should enter into and 
form a part of the American family.’’ 

Attention was then called to tne fact 
that the treaty of peace expressly provid- 
ed that the civil rights and political 
Status of the inhabitants of the islands 
should be determined by congress, and 
se * ageosnary was stated as follows: 

“The result of what has been said is 
that whilst, in an international] sense, 
Porto Rico wags not a foreign country, it 
was foreign to the United States in a do- 
mestic sense, because the island had not 
been Incorporated into the United States

NEGROES SEND IN A PETITION 


Washington and Counctll Have a 
Paper for Alabama Democrats. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 27.—(Special.)— 
The negroes of Alabama through a com- 
mittee of twenty-four of ‘their leading 
taxpayers have tonight put into the hands 
of the press an address to be presented 
to the constitutional convention tomor- 
row. A special committee-of three, with 
Booker T. Washington as its chairman, 
and W. H. Councill as a member, pre- 
pared it. The address Is a plea for con- 
servative action and such suffrage re- 
strictions as will apply to both races 
alike. It reminds the convention that 
they came here against their will, but 
have’ been benefited, trained and Chris- 
tianized. They did their duty in the civ- 
il war and in the Spanish war. They 
have ceased for twenty years to be an 
offensive element in politics. Leading 
members of the race have persistently 
urged the negro to learn to trust the 
white man. For these men this is a 
crucial time. The negro pav« some di- 
rect taxes. He pays much more indi- 
rectly through his laber. He is in the 
main a producer of wealth and generally 
contented and law-abiding. Already the 
emigration agent and exodus ass®clations 
are at work on’ the negro’s fears that 
his citizenship and schools will both be 
taken away. The relations are now rea- 
sonably satisfactory between the races. 
Aihything that will unsettle the negro 
now, when he is settling down to thrift 
and common sense, will injure both races.

The Grandfather Clause. 


This admirable explanation of the 
much discussed “grandfather clause” 
in the North Carolina constitution was 
recently given by Governor Aycock: 

In 1900 we made good the determination 
of 1898. We adopted in that year the con- 
stitutional amendment which bases suf- 
frage upon intelligence and renders the 
future of the state secure. That amend- 
ment has provoked much discussion in 
the north. The attack upon us is based 
on the assumption that we have done 
an injustice to the negro. Our ,amend- 
ment does no such thing. We have rec- 
ognized the power of the influence of 
heredity. We tuink that those who have 
exercised the privilege of suffrage and 
those descended from such people are 
more likelv to exercise that suffrage ben- 
éficially than the men upon whom suf- 
frage has been cast as a gift. The 
amendment to the constitution of North 
Carolina provides that no man shall vote 
in that state after 1932 who cannot read 
and write, but exempts from this inhib- 
itory clause those who could- vote on 
January 1, 1867, or at any time prior 
thereto, and those descended from such 
voters. This provision applies alike to 
white and black. Until 1835 the free ne- 
groes were entitled to vote. In 1900 there 
were, and there now are, those who were 
slaves who cannot read and write, who 
can vote under the provisions of our con- 
stitution because they were voters in 
1835; and there are many thousands of 
negroes descended from such voters who 
can exercise suffrage, although they can- 
not read and write. Those who come of 
age atter 908, white and black, must be 
able to read and write or they cannot 
vote. Our amendment is not aimed at the 
negro as an individual. It is mass yoting 
that we seek to destroy. |

Editor Constitution—No one seems disposed 
to follow the good advice given by the esteem- 
ed editor of The. Constitution, ‘‘Better let hell 
alone,’’ for the reason probably that the edi- 
tor, speaking ‘‘ex cathedra,’" has declared in 
favor of an eschatological view that jars the 
sensibilities of many who hold that the ques-

should be debated. For the point at issue be- 
tween us is vital; upon it depends the happ!l- 
ness, or the misery, of a majority of the hu- 
man race, I recognize the sincerity and ear- 
nestness, as well as the marked courtesy of 
those who hold my view to be erroneous and 
unécriptural; but I must maintain my thesis, 
feeling the truth of the saying: ‘‘Laymen oft 
rush in where bishops dare not tread,’ vet 
most of my critics have, I believe, discarded 
the doctrine of authority and affirm the right 
of private judgment; so with something of 


doubt as to my ability 1 re-affirm my hope, — 


rather than my belief, in the final triumph of 
good over evil. 


‘Oh friends with whom my feet have trod 
The quiet aisles of prayer,

We yet retain much of 
the old pagan philosophy in our creeds: ‘The 
riddle of the sphynx’’ must be solved, We may 
make our guess, and guessing, perish. I am 
confident that the time has come for a larger 
conception of this doctrine, and I trust some 
competent pen will be employed in effort to 
reach that portion of the community which re- 
fuses to accept present limitation implied in 
most of the views which have appeared in your 
theological writings. 

The religion of Plato was a great advance 
upon that which had preceded it; so with 
each century there has been progress, and 
this must continue, until we have canceived 
in its fulness a plan of salvation wide enough 
to embrace humanity. So long as we fall 
short of this, so long we fail to realize the 
final truth that the highest results can never 
be attained by appeal to the lower motives. 
“Perfect love casteth out fear.’’ The poet 
Saxe has well expressed this view: 


‘The thoughtful pagan worshiper of Jove, 

In heaven's loud thunder heard no voice of 
love, 

Even the rapt Hebrew bowed his spirit down

Four Escaped in Crowd—Dorsey Sent 
Out of City—Belleved Gang Is

‘City Detective Tom Barrett lats yes- 
terday afterroon flushed a gang of pick- 
pockets at the union Cepot and succeeded 
in bagging Ed. Dorsey, one of the num- 


ber. , 

Dereey, was carried to the police sta- 
tion, where he was confined for a short 
time and later placed on a train and sent 
out of the city. Detective Barrett carried 
him before Chief Ball, to whom he con- 
fersed that he is a professional pict 


pc cket. 

The police did not hold him, as they 
hed no evidence connecting him with any 
crime in.Atlanta and as they had ho in- 
formation from any ofher place that he 
is -wented. He had a ticket to Memphis 
in his posses.'on and he was placed 
aboard the Memphis train, the conductor 
teing notified of the charactcr of hts pas- 
senger. 

There were four other men with Dorsey, 
and when Detective Barrett took him in 
custody they made a break and es$apedl 
in the crcwd. ‘The detective had no as- 
sistance and he was compelled to aban- 
don the idea of endeavoring to capture 
the other four men. Before he could get 
his prisoner in the police station and get 
assistance the other men had probably 
secreted themselves On a train and wil! 
likely lafrd in Memphis to-day. 

Dorsey is about thirty years of age and 
wes flashily dfessed. He was in Atlanta 
during the reace jubilee and was arrest- 
ed by Detective Barrett on the charge of 
being a pickpocket. As soon as the de- 
tective sighted him in the union depot 
yesterday afternoon memories of the 
peace jubilee incident were revived, and 
beHeving that Dorsey was still plying his 
eld trade, the detective took him in 
charge. 

Detective Barrett was on duty at. the 
depot, on the lookout for pickpockets, as 
the two robberies there Sunday afternoon 
had led to the belief that a gang of pro- 
fersionels was paying 2 Visit to the city. 
The detectivé has no doubt but that the 
four men who twere with Dorsey afe 1180 
pickpockets and that the gang is respon- 
sible for thé robberies of Sunday. 

He secured no evidence to this effect, 
however, and accordingly could not hold 
the prisoner. Dorsey was arrested just 
before the train of Confederate veterans 
departed for Memphis and while the depot 
was crowded with people. The pickpockets 
were no doubt there for business, but so 
far no robberies have been reported. The 
appearance of the detective put a damper 
on any intended operations. 

The gang was bound for Memphis, this 
being evidenced by Dorsey's ticket to 
that city. The conductor of the train 
will likely put the Memphis police on the 
trail of Dorsey and he may run afoul 
there if he attempts any of his work.

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Chambés Was Reported To Be. De- 
spondent at His Failure To 
Secure Employment. ~ 


The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of D. W. Chambers from his home 
in Howell's Station last Thursday morn- 
ing is as yet unsolved. 

No word has been received from the 
missing men, and no clew has been ob- 
tained that would tend to reveal his 
whereabouts.

The chief offered to assist him, ang, 
knowing that the Gate City oil mills at 
Last Feint *as in need of a watchman, 
he told him to go there and make appli- 
cation for the position, telling the man- 
agement that he had sent him there. 

Thursday mecrning Mr. Chambers Vis- 
ited the yard office of the Seaboard Air 
Line road, neer his home, and applied 
for werk. He failed to secure a position 
and, returning to his heme, told his wife 
that he was going to the Gata City oil 
mills. That was the last seen of him at 
bis home. 

County Policeman J. W. Chambers, a 
brother, yesterday visited the of] mulls 
and the Old Dominion , guano works, lo- 
cated telow East Point, and he ascer- 
tained that his brother. had been to both 
of those places in search of work. Fur- 
ther than that no trace of him could be 
secured. _ 

Policeman Chambers now believes that 
his brother simply walked on to the home 
of some of his relatives below Atlanta 
and he has communicate4 with them. He 
expects to receive some information to- 
day from his relatives. The fact that 
the missing man visited the two concerns 
at East Point has dissolved the suicide 
thecry to some’ extert, and it is the

At almost any ‘hour of the day crowds 
of half-clad women, dressed in gayly col- 
ored costumes, ean be seen at the. wells 
and hydrants, drawing water, which they 
put into tin cans or earthen pots that 
will hold about six gallons each. When 
the vessels are filled they are hoisted 
upon the heads of the carriers, who 
march along under the burden as erect 
and graceful as an athlete would move 
about unincumbered. All the water sup- 
ply for the 175,000 inhabitants of Zanzi- 
bar is carried upon the heads of women. 

“T have frequently) seen a native woman 
carrying as many .a@s three water pots 
upon her head, one on the top of the 
other and each standing at a different 
angle. Each of the vessels would hold 
several gallons of water; and with them 
all filled, she would march along, bal- 
ancing them sb perfectly that not a drop 
would be spilled. I have also seen one of 
those water carriers balance a six-gallon 
jar, filled with water. on her head, while 
she was engfiged in other tasks that re- 
quired the use of both her hands, and at 
the same time piace herin a stooping 
position. The head was so. poised as to 
maintain the equilibrium of the jar. This 
tog ge of carrying articies on their 
b 


eads has given to the women of Zanzi- 
ar a fine muscular development of the 
neck and shoulders, as well as an erect 
and graceful carriage. 

The Arab woman, very few of whom 
are seen on the streets, wear a kind of 
pajama, a robe of colored materials, a 
veil, or sometimes a silk handkerchief 
folded and fastened across the brow a 
lIndienne. An embroidered waistcoat 
and the “barakoa,’’ or gilt mask of 
muskat, reaching nearly to the~ mouth 
are common, also while over all is 
thrown a large, square piece of silk 
fabric, which is draped gracefully about 
the form. Sandals, or wooden clogs, held 
by a strap or a button between ‘the toes, 
completes the costume. The Hindoo wo- 
men dress similar to the Arabs, except 
that they wear more gaudy fabrics and 
more ornaments. 

The costume of the native women, while 
less elaborate and expensive, is quite as 
picturesque. It consists of two. pieces 
of cotton cloth, usually of special . pat- 
tern, with large figures, varied and bright 
colors. These kangas, as they -—caliled, 
are made special! for the angibar 
trade, and their Hke’' is found no place

fastened thout the aid of any: pins or 
buttons. Native women never wear any- 
thing on their feet. Many of them deco- 
rate their faces with paint. The women 
of Zanzibar wear rings in their ears.

The new home cf the weather man will 
be in the fourteenth story of the Empire 
at the Marietta and Bread street corner, 
and it. will include five handsome offices. 
It will be one of the finest stations in the 
country, all the inst:uments and fixtures 
being removed from their present place. 
The Atlanta station, 80 says Mr. Mar- 
bury, is already one of the best equipped 
Weather bureaus in the United States, 
and now occv}ies better offices than are 
usually found at such bureaus. The rea- 
son for removal is due to the fact that 
cnly the highest point in any district is 
suitable for taking weather observations. 
The Empire is now the tallest building in 
the city, interfering with the wind pas- 
sage if taken from any other point.

TiS Applicants Admitted 
“to Soldiers’ Home, 


NOTIFIED TO COME JUNE 30 


Committee Assured of at Least Fif- 
teen More, So That the Home 
Will Open with Over Fif- 
ty—Names of Those 

Admitted. 


The committee on applications of the 
trustees of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
home has just passed favorably on thir- 
ty-six applications for admission to the 
home before that body. 

As has been stated, there were about 
ninety applications on file with the trus- 
tees for admission to the home, but it will 
be remembered that it is necessary for 
each one to submit proofs of honorable 
service and discharge from the army, 
and of residence within the state for a 
period of five years. At the meeting of 
the committee all the names were passed 
upon where the requisite proofs had been 
submitted. 

The thirty-six veterans referred to may 
now be, practically considered inmates of 
the home. Captain “‘Tip’’ Harrison, sec- 
retary of the board of trustees, wrote 
to each one of them personally yesterday 
notifying them that they had been admit- 
ted and requesting them to be in Atlanta 
on the morning of June 3d, or the day be- 
fore. They will be sent at once to the 
home on their arrival.

President W. L. Calhoun, of the. board 
of trustees, and Secretary Harrison have 
both gone to the reunion. at Memphis, 
but they will be in the city again by Sat- 
urday, and will see that everything is in 
readinéss for the reception of the vet- 
erans who come to the home. 

Out of the ninety applicants three have 
died since making application. Some 
thirty or more of the others are qualified 
for admission to the home and will no 
doubt send in their proofs within a few 
days. 

It is thought when the. pension year ex- 
pires in the fal] there will be more appli- 
cants for admission to the home than can 
be accommodated. There are many cases 
where the pension is not sufficient to sup- 
port the recipient because of the total 
lack of any other aid. In one county 
near Ajlanta there is an old veteran who 
sleeps in the courthouse, and still barely 
manages to live from one year’s end to 
the other on his pension of $60. Many of 
this class will undoubtedly apply as soon 
as they are qualified to do so under the 
law, and it is believed that in less than 
a year the capacity of the home will be 
severely taxed.

This state of affairs made the eéxpe- 
rience of the industrial committe one 
which would bave been most discourag- 
ing, had it not been foreseen already. 
Yet, while we must report no tangible 
work done. we feel that the year has 
not been ertirely without its usefulness. 
Quiet investigation and discussion of lo- 
cal conditions has been carried on through 
various helpers, and lines laid out upon 
which it is- hoped that work may pro- 
ceed next year. The visit of Miss Ashby, 
and some conferences with her and Mrs. 
Ottley, the chairman of the state indus- 
trial committee, have given us new hope 
for child labor legislation and new in- 
spiration to work. ‘The problem of labor 
legislation and the improvement of labor 
conditions is being so rapidly solved that, 
though our state is rather behind in the 
procession, we may feel assured that all

List of Eligibles Prepared for June 
Blection. 


077 TEACHERS ARE 10 BE ELECTED 


Expected That Work of Preparing 
and Rev‘sing List of Teachers 
Will Be Complete Today. 


A meeting of the board of education in 
which every teacher in the public schools 
is vitally interested -will be held this af- 
ternoon. The meeting will be held for 
the purpose of further revising the lists 
of teachers in the grammar and high 
schools. 

The board has already held two lengthy 
executive sessions revising and preparing 
the lists from which the teachers are to 
be selected at the final election which is 
to be held on June 8th. The last meet- 
ing of the board, held ‘Saturday, lasted 
all day. The board met in the morning 
and it was 6 o’clock before an adjourn- 
ment was had. 

The board will attempt to finish the 
work of revision today, but it ts possible 
that it will be necessary to hold another 
meeting Wednesday. All this work has 
to be done as preHMminary to the June 
election. 

Including the new teachers needed and 
who will be élected {n June, there are 277 
names to be‘gone over and selected. At 
present 257 teachers are on the rolls, but 
the new rooms recently added to several 
of the schools in the crowded districts 
will necessitate the employment of 22 ad- 
ditional teachers. 

The board is doing the work of revision 
very carefully... The records of each of 
the teachers is gone over closely before a 
name is placed on the list of those eligible 
for election in June. Though the meet- 
ings of the board are executive and 
nothing definite has been given out, it is 
understood that all of the present princi- 
pals of the various schools will be re- 
tained and assigned to the same schools 
they now have charge of. It is said, too, 
that but few changes will be made in 
the lists gf teachers. The changes made 
will .be principally due to vacancies 
caused by resignations for various causes.

Flockiag to the Cities. 

Boston Transcript: The British farme 
er’s son, like his American cousin, is 
anxious to try his chances in the city, 
which to him is a place where fortunes 
are made. It is not until he has tried it 
that he realizes that he city is also a 
place where fortunes are lost. The so- 
ciabllity of the city has its attraction for 
the country youth. This attraction tells 
why the same process of building up cities 
at the expense of villages is in operation 
at the same time in the United States, 
Great Britain and France. In Great Brit- 
ain agriculture is in a state of marked 
depression. In France it.is in a better 
condition than in Great Britain,. and in 
the United States it is flourishing. Kan- 
sas will require 20,000 men from gritos 
its borders to harvest its crops this vear. 
As in all three countries the drift of 
population is townward, the movement 
must be due to other than agricultural 
conditions. People are moved by two 
great ideas—for profit and for pleasure, 
They think they will find both in. the 
cities. Many of them are successful, and 
so long as any succeed it will be useless 
for the preachers. or the press to say to 
the farmer’s boy: ‘‘Remain in the coun- 
try, and be poor and isolated, bntt, oh, so 
picturesque!’’ The past in Europe was 
very picturesque, with its patient peasant- 
rv, but a few centuries ago, when the 
tillers of the soil were‘ so gratifying to 
the aesthetic sense, the dwellers in the 
town by their guilds and guild privileges 
kept the countryman in the countfy, 
where he vegetated, and made a striking 
though often somber background.
